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Hollywood puckers

A kiss is just a kiss. 

Don’t you believe it! 

Think of the great Hollywood screen 
kisses like Deborah Kerr and Burt 
Lancaster on the beach with those waves 
lapping over them in From Here to 
Eternity. Or Rhett and Scarlett in Gone 
With the Wind. Yes}, they're all 
heterosexual screen kisses even when 
the man, say Rock Hudson or Valentino, 
was gay. ‘e 

This narrow view of love is the 
starting point for the hero in the runaway 
hit comedy Billy’s Hollywood Screen 
Kiss. Billy (Sean P. Hayes) is a gay 
photographer in Los Angeles who has 
been assigned to recreate the great 
Hollywood screen kisses using men. 

When Billy meets Gabriel (Brad 


Rowe)—that’s Gabriel the waiter, not 
Gabriel the angel—at a party, he’s 
instantly smitten with the hunk but 


doesn’t know whether the object of his 
lust is gay or straight. 

A simple solution: ask Gabriel to be 
a model in the screen kiss shoot, and see 
how much spirit, truth and enthusiasm 
he brings to the assignment. 


You're obviously asking yourself 


how a concept that sounds so gay could 
have become a movie that’s proved just 
as popular with straight audiences. 

The answer is the 30-year-old 
filmmaker Tommy O’Haver, who 
created Billy’s Hollywood Screen Kiss 
using himself as inspiration. 

O’ Haver says he grew up in Indiana 
where he was convinced he was the only 
gay man in the state. Naturally 
Hollywood beckoned. When O’Haver 
arrived, he discovered he was definitely 
not the only homosexual in La La Land, 
but he one of its few die-hard 
romantics. 

“There is an innocence to Billy’s 
Hollywood Screen Kiss that appeals to 
straight people. They find it charming 
because it’s about an old-fashioned kind 
of romance that isn’t found very often in 
movies these days,” explains O’ Haver. 

“Elderly women really love it.” 

Because O’Haver himself is a 
romantic, he understands the hopeful 
fantasy that obsesses Billy when he 
meets Gabriel.

“I look at Billy as a human being 
first. I don’t think of him as gay or 
straight. Yes, he’s a gay man but I hoped 
that by the end of the film, audiences 
would just see him as somebody in 
love.” 

O’ Haver says he did that by “taking 
the prototype of a 50’s women’s 
melodrama” (you remember those Doris 
Day/Rock Hudson or Sandra Dee/Troy 
Donahue movies) “and applying it to a 
gay man in the 90s.” 

And yes, Billy does get his kiss— 
but does he get Gabriel? Is Gabriel 
losing his heart to Billy or is he just 
putting his heart into the assignment 
Billy’s given him? O’ Haver doesn’t kiss 
and tell so you'll have to see the movie, 
which is scheduled to open in Alberta 
within the next month or so. 

While you’re waiting for Billy’s 
big kiss you might want to check out 
hunk-of-the-moment Ryan Phillippe 
locking lips with Breckin Meyer in 
the disco fever movie 54. 

Philippe plays Shane O’Shea, a 
hot young number from New Jersey who 
gets a position in the elite disco club 
Studio 54. 

And what a position it is: the 
shirtless Shane gets his pick of anybody 
in the club. 

“In New York in 1979, a lot of 
people were going both ways. There 
would be guys who’d make out with a 
boy in an upstairs room of Studio 54 and 
then head downstairs to make out with a 
girl. We didn’t make any of this up for 
the movie. It’s what happened,” 
explains Philippe, who starred in J Know 
What You Did Last Summer. 

Philippe, who is straight and is 
dating actress Reese Witherspoon, has a 
passionate kiss with Breckin Meyer. He 
insists it was not an uncomfortable 
assignment. 

“Not that it really matters, but that 
was the first time I’d kissed a guy. 
Because it was Breckin, it was easy. He 
was my first friend when I came to Los 
Angeles. We hung out together with our 
girlfriends all the time.” 

Though Philippe admits he was glad 
it was Meyer who was in his arms for 54, 
he insists he wouldn’t have balked at 
kissing a different man. 
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“There 
are parameters I 
don’t think I’d violate in a 
heterosexual love scene and those 

are the same criteria I apply to a 
homosexual scene. I would never do full 
frontal nudity. I don’t think audiences 
have a right to see my penis, but any sort 
of kiss between two people in a 
relationship is fine.” 

There promises to be more male 
kissing in Velvet Goldmine, another club 
movie set in the androgynous world of a 
young David Bowie-style rocker. 

Ewan MacGregor, who has no 
problem, displaying his penis (remember 
The Pillow Book) stars with Christian 
(Little Women) Bale and Jonathan Rhys- 
Myers, the young hunk who strips down 
in The Governess. 

MacGregor recalls that he and Bale 
had a scene in which they had to 
simulate much more than a passionate 
kiss. 

“Christian and I were supposed to be 
making out on a roof. The camera crew 
and director set up on the building across 
from us,” explains MacGregor.

“The director yelled ‘action’ and so 
Christian and I started simulating wild 
sex. We rocked and gyrated for about 
ten minutes but still we didn’t get 
directions to stop so we put even more 
enthusiasm into our sex. 

“Finally I confided in Christian’s ear 
that there’s no way I could have held out 
this long with any one man or woman 
and he agreed so we gave it another few 
minutes and stopped. 

“To our horror, the camera crew 
were already packing up on the other 
roof and the director was nowhere to be 
seen. 

“They'd got what they needed in a 
few minutes and forgot—or just 
neglected—to tell us.” 

Velvet Goldmine is scheduled to 
open either later this fall or early spring.

Sometimes summer can be the 
slowest time of the year, but here at 
Outlooks we've been busy making 
expansion plans for the fall and winter 
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by David Crosson 

Native actor Evan Adams’ career just 
slipped into high gear with the release of the 
feature film Smoke Signals. A road movie 
with a twist, Smoke Signals was a surprise 
hit and took the Sundance Film Festival by 
storm, earning the Filmmaker’s Trophy, the 
Audience Award and, most importantly, the 
respect of festival founder Robert Redford. 
With a few glittering premieres under his 
belt, Adams recently relocated to Calgary 
(with partner Dakota Hart) to further pursue 
his studies in U of C medical school. 

Outlooks editor David Crosson chatted 
with Adams about his film, his fame, and 
his future. 

Outlooks: Was Smoke Signals your 
first major project? 

Adams: It was certainly my biggest. 
I’d done a couple of films before: one that 
won an Emmy for children’s programming 
and one that was nominated. They were 
both for Disney: Lost in the Barrens and 
Curse of the Viking Grave. With Smoke 
Signals I knew at the time that it was one of 
the most wonderful things ['d ever been 
allowed to experience. Most of my thirteen 
years in the arts have been spent trying to 
cultivate a true and complex image of 
Native people. I knew that many of the 
players were wonderfully talented and also 
the role was quite “showy”, so I knew I was 
going to be quite tested. It felt good being 
pushed that hard. And it was fun. As 
stressful as movies are, it’s still really 
important to have fun. 

Outlooks: You were quite out to the 
media during the press blitz for the film— 
did anything influence or affect this 
decision? 

Adams: | did think about it for a long 
time; I’ve been an actor doing press for a 
few years and I had thought about whether I 
should be out or not before this. My parents 
were quite supportive and they were the 
main concern. I wasn’t concerned about my 
personal “safety” or not getting work. I was 
worried about my parents: they live in a 
small town where their neighbours and their 
co-workers would know about it. But my 
father immediately said “don’t worry about 
it—you know no one’s going to give me any 
guff.” [Laughs.] When the chance came up 
with Smoke Signals | thought, “well, I don’t 
want a pedestrian career; I want people to 
respect me as a thoughtful, conscientious 
person,’ so I decided I would be out. 
Alliance, our Canadian distributor, and 
Miramax, our American distributor, have 
been very, very supportive. 

Outlooks: Have there ever been any 
clashes on a family level between First 
Nations culture and gay culture? 

Adams: No, not at all. I come from a 
culture that’s not homophobic—maybe 
some of the younger people who’ ve become 
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Signals of success 


really acculturated are homophobic, but it’s 
not a traditional thing. My parents were 
supportive immediately when I came out. 
They did have some concerns about AIDS, 
about the fact that ’d never have children, 
which is important in my culture. They also 
never had a white person [Dakota] in their 
family so they wondered about that. They 
didn’t mind he was male, but they did think 
twice about him being white! [Laughs.] 

Outlooks: You’ ve moved here to go to 
medical school—that’s quite a departure 
from acting, is it not? 

Adams: Actually, acting was a 
departure from my pre-med studies fourteen 
years ago. I always wanted to be a 
physician and acting sort of “happened”. 
And it became an important part of my life 
but I knew it wouldn’t be the be-all and end- 
all. This is exactly the right place for me. 

Outlooks: Tell me about your next 
project. 

Adams: It’s called Indian Killer, 
another feature by Sherman Alexi, who also 
wrote Smoke Signals, and Sherman’s going 
to direct this one as well. It’s a very dark 
whodunnit thriller about interracial murder 
in Seattle, and I’m playing a psychopathic 
political radical. I get a little bit “Joan 
Crawford”, my director says, when [m 
playing really evil, so I’m trying to hold the 
vamp back! ([Laughs.] I love the role 
because it’s not exploitative and it begs the 
question “What would happen if any group 
of people who had used peaceful resistance 
in the past suddenly became violent?” 
We've kind of looked at this in the gay 
community. The audience here gets to see 
what would happen if regular folks got fed 
up and turned to violence, in an honest, dark 
sense. 

Outlooks: With Sherman Alexi can 
you see yourself in an ongoing work 


relationship, like Frances McDormand and 
the Cohen brothers? Or John Waters? 
Adams: You’re calling me Divine, 
aren’t you?! [Laughs.] I’m very much like 
Sherman’s on-screen persona and we have 
plans to do another film after Indian Killer. 
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We like working together very well. He 
calls me his “Injunue.” [Laughs.] We’re 
very similar, actually: sensitive geeks who 
grew up on the res’. 

Outlooks: Tell me about Sundance. 

Adams: It was fab. I had an amazing 
time. We were the surprise hit and it was 
the first time we had shown it. It really 
struck us then that a bunch of Indians 
making a movie could possibly amount to 
something. Lots of people wined and dined 
us and we saw lots of movie stars at all of 
the showings. It was pretty glam and I'll 
never forget it. It’s never like the first time 
ever again. I definitely lost my Hollywood 
cherry there! [Laughs.] Now it’s not nearly 
as exciting to be wined and dined at glitzy 
affairs. 

Outlooks: You met Mr. Redford? 

Adams: Oh yeah, we hung out for a 
few days—he’s a good guy. And I was 
there for a few days this summer, at the 
Institute—as opposed to the festival—and I 
saw him again that time. He’s very 
supportive of Sherman’s work. 

Outlooks: Thanks very much, Evan, 
best of luck. 

Adams: Thank you.

EARTHA KITT AS

When it comes to fame, being embraced 
by a gay audience has its advantages. 


After all, when you become an 
entertainment icon to the straight world, your 
guarantee of fame covers something in the 
neighborhood of—oh, say—ten minutes, or 
until the first wrinkle appears, 
comes first. 

But once you’ve been embraced by the 
gay community, you ve got fans for life. And, 
in some cases, even beyond. 

However, one can’t simply stroll into the 


whichever 


pantheon of gay saints. That requires a mix of 


sensuality, vulnerability, class and waifishness 
that adds up to something like the legendary 
Eartha Kitt. 

In a nice little bit of serendip, 
Kitt—long a camp favourite of 
our lavender set—is on an 
extended tour across 
the continent, 
starring as the 
Wicked Witch Of 
The West in the 
stage adaptation 
of The Wizard 


of Oz. 
That 
would, of 
course, be the 
same WOZ, 
which in its 
movie mode 
starred Judy 


Garland who, in the 
gay rosary, ranks right 
up there with Mary, MOG. 

Now well into her seventh 
decade, Kitt wears her age with flair, as 
befits a gay icon. She’s still fit and fabulously 
glamourous, despite the crow’s-feet around 
her eyes. 

After a decade of blacklisting (courtesy 
of the Johnson White House, she’ d 
spoken her mind on the Vietnam War), these 
days Kitt’s career is firmly back on track. 

Kitt doesn’t talk a lot about those dark 
days—a time which coincidentally brought 
her to Calgary for a gig in the now-defunct 


after 
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Green Room—other than to say simply: “I 
was buried.” 

But then, with so much going on in the 
present tense, why dwell on past tenseness. 

She performs regularly to sold-out 
houses in some of the finest clubs in New 
York. She still makes the occasional movie 
and crops up regularly on talk shows. She’s 
even landed a new advertising gig, this time 
for an upscale line of pants by Old Navy— 
which ensures that yet another generation will 
know that famous Catwoman growl. 

So, why leave all that behind for the 
rigours of the road, one might ask? 

“J like the character and I liked the play,” 
she says with a shrug. “It’s a classic. 

“And evil is done away with without 
using guns and bullets.” 

In a world of Die Hard, Die Harder, Die 
Hardest and the like, that sounds endearingly 
old-fashioned—but Kitt has never really 
cared to follow fashion when she could set it 
instead. 

She’s candidly uncertain of what to make 
of a modern world—even more unsure of 
what a modern world would make of her, if 
she were just starting out. 

“Maybe not,” she says slowly, when 
asked if she could become a star today. 
“Maybe they would consider me too subtle 
because, even though I’m considered a sex 
symbol, I never took my clothes off. 

“To me, that’s not sensuous. That’s 
throwing it in your face. It doesn’t 
leave anything to _ the 
imagination. 

“T don’t think we 
are as subtle about 


ourselves any 
more,” she 
continues. “We 
think what we 


put on is 
glamour, rather 
than who we 
are.  Every- 
thing comes 
from within.” 

If leaving 
things to the 
imagination and 
letting things come 
from within has made 
Kitt a gay icon—and it 
has—it’s also made her pretty 

resilient with a broader audience too. 

And that’s the way she likes it. 

“T work to the people, not at them,” she 
says of her unique performance style. “And 
the people work with me.” 

Frankly, she doesn’t much care where 
those people are. Be they cocooned in the 
intimacy of a club setting or sprawled in a 


movie theatre or show barn like the Jubilee, 
Kitt embraces them all. 
“I enjoy working, period,” she says. 


working—or playing—as long as she likes. 

“T never consider my job work,” she 
insists. “Because I happen to enjoy what I do. 
I'm getting paid for enjoying what I do.” 

And she’ll keep on doing it, enjoying it 
and getting paid for it as long as she can, we 
suggest. 

“You're damn right,” she says. “I never 
want to be a retiring little old lady. 

“The only time I'll feel old is when my 
heart gives out.” 

Diamonds are forever—but icons are 
only slightly less so.

Since its inception five years ago, Small Change... 
Big Changes has become a focal point in Calgary’s 
fundraising events calendar. The brainchild of the late 
Lorne McRae, this project has grown and evolved over 
the years with the assistance of an ever-increasing 
volunteer support team. The primary beneficiary of Small 
Change is the Southern Alberta HIV Clinic, and money 
raised goes toward equipment purchase and the assistance 
of families with loved ones living with HIV/AIDS. 
Michael Wright and Barb Jordison, committee co-chair 
and co-chair: registration, respectively, are but two of the 
many it takes to make this event happen year-in, year-out. 
Two of the significant factors in the project’s success are 
the low expense-profit ratio (the creation of the pigs is the 
most costly element) and widespread appeal. According 
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to Michael Wright, “the intention of Small Change... Big 
Changes has always been to keep it as broadly-based in 
the Calgary community as possible and it’s certainly not 
restricted to the gay community. The focus has certainly 
been to have people involved from the general Calgary 
community at large.” Jordison agrees that diversity is key 
from both a social and economic standpoint: “The gala is 
not only a fundraiser, it’s an excellent party and covers a 
broad spectrum of society within the city. It’s economical 
enough that a teenager can buy a piggy. And while we'd 
like a minimum contribution of twenty-five dollars, 
there’s nothing stopping someone from bringing five 
dollars in it—every bit helps when everyone contributes.” 
Amen. The Pig Party Gala returns to the Nickle Arts 
Museum October 17th.

Financial matters aside, OK’s 
most precious commodity has been the 
support of the gay community and many 
dedicated volunteers. Ernst says “...a lot 
of people assume things like this just 
happen, and that it’s not a lot of people 
working really hard to accomplish 
something. And selflessly for the most 
part. The support on this project has 
been absolutely phenomenal.” 

On the other side of the fence, 
reaction to the campaign by the political 
and religious right will likely fall into a 
category best described as ‘backlash’. 
Both Calgary Transit and Pattison 
(formerly Hook) Outdoor have been 


nothing if not supportive of the 
campaign's goals. “The primary 
function, once again, is discussion,” says 


Ernst, “and this sign company [Pattison] 
has handled controversial subjects— 
such as abortion—before. They view 
this in a similar light. A customer is a 
customer is a customer.” 

Although the campaign is only 
slated to run for a limited time, it is 
important to remember that community 
support is essential to maintaining the 
momentum that OK bring. 
Volunteer efforts are as valuable as 
financial donations when it comes to 
supporting the GLCSA.

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Dear Outlooks, 

I read, with interest, the interview with Premier Klein which appeared in 
the August 1998 edition of Outlooks. 

I think there are a couple of concerns with allowing the public debate to 
be narrowed to the point where it deals only with whether the Alberta 
government will respect the Supreme Court of Canada decision on the Vriend 
case. I respectfully suggest that the debate should be much broader. I have 
always maintained that it is not good enough to simply have the Alberta 
government say that it accepts the Supreme Court of Canada decision. The 
Alberta Human Rights, Multiculturalism and Citizenship Act must, in my 
opinion, be formally amended so that any citizen who reads the statute will 
see the words “sexual orientation” explicitly stated in that important 
provincial law. 

In addition, what happened to the.government’s earlier promise to press 
for “plain language” legislation which can be easily accessed and understood 
by Albertans? Why is it good enough that any Albertan wanting to find out 
whether sexual orientation is covered in our human rights legislation must 
read a 100-plus Supreme Court of Canada decision replete with Latin phrases 
and legal jargon? 

Furthermore, at-the time the Alberta government said it would accept the 
Supreme Court of Canada decision, it also created a committee of senior 
cabinet ministers to effectively erect fences around the Vriend decision. This 
ensured that sexual orientation discrimination would be outlawed solely in the 
areas covered in the human rights law, namely accommodation, employment, 
public advertising, and access to services like stores, restaurants, et cetera. 
Why not facilitate a much broader debate about eliminating discriminatory 
practices in other areas? 

Thank you for continuing to provide interesting and provocative 
commentary through Outlooks.

Albertans, in particular, have a very 
specific set of prejudices and ideas when 
the word “Hutterite” is mentioned. 

It’s safe to say that the reality of 
Hutterites, for most of us, has very little to 
do with sex (except, of course, for all 
those rumours about men being hired to 
help increase the gene pool). The 
perception of most Hutterite colonies is 
that sex must be awfully hard to come by, 
and that sexuality had to be something as 
repressed and repressive as their clothing 
suggests. I thought so too, until I met 
“Rueben.” 

Rueben is a great big strapping man, 
over six feet tall, blue-eyed and very 
German. He’s been around the gay scene 
in Edmonton a little while now, having 
left his colony ten years ago. Since then 
he has overcome enormous odds, become 
an actively queer man, a member of the 
military, someone who attends the gay 
rodeos in Calgary, and someone who 
cruises the regular haunts in Edmonton. 
Rueben (not his real name—it’s been 
changed to protect relatives still living at 
the colony) is a fascinating individual in 
the history of gay experiences in Alberta. 

Outlooks spoke to him at a 
coffeehouse in Edmonton. 

Outlooks: I suppose it’s best to start 
at the beginning. 

Rueben: The very beginning of 
Rueben. 

Outlooks: Exactly. Where were you 
born? 

Rueben: I was born in southern 
Alberta. From there, | moved to a colony 
north of Edmonton, where I was until the 
early Seventies. From then until the late 
eighties I was at a colony in central 
Alberta. I have ten siblings. My dad was 
an elder in the church. He held a senior 
position in managing the farm. It was 
quite a prestigious position because he 
had his own vehicle, and there are certain 
things that he could do with his own 
family that normally everybody else could 
not. The colony was comprised of my 
Dad and his brothers. They hated each 
other’s guts, you have no idea—they 
hated each other severely. Knowing about 
my sexuality, was—uh... 

Outlooks: The typical 
When did you first feel it? 


question: 


Breaking rank 


Rueben: Probably when I was ten 
years old. The reason why I distinctly 
remember that age is because I fell in love 
with my sister’s brother-in-law. This 
gorgeous, tall young man—he wasn’t 
married at the time—I was everywhere he 
was. I was always intrigued by, well, the 
size of his basket. [Laughs.] Really. 

Outlooks: On the basis of what was 
within the Hutterite communities did you 
know what being gay was, or what the 
mechanics of sex were? 

Rueben: No. None. I had no idea. 
Hutterites, when it comes to sexuality, 
theyre very naive about it. 

Outlooks: Well you see, many 
people have had these perceptions, and for 
myself—I’ve had contact with Hutterites 
quite frequently near my Uncle’s farm 
outside Stettler—the perception is of 
emotional detachment on the part of the 
men. 

Rueben: Detachment? 
probably heard the myths 
Hutterites. Tell me some of them. 

Outlooks: Well—that there’s a lot of 
inbreeding. 

Rueben: Well, inbreeding took place 
in the forties and fifties, if it happened at 
all. It seldom and rarely takes place now. 
There are over 40,000 Hutterites so 
there’s no need to inbreed. 

Outlooks: And the other: that they 
hire studs to impregnate their women. 

Rueben: That doesn’t occur. That 
honestly doesn’t occur. 

Outlooks: Well, it wouldn’t exactly 
jibe with their religious teachings. 

Rueben: It’s actually my own 
experience that with young boys and girls 
in their teens, girls sometimes will get 
pregnant out of wedlock, though rarely. 

Outlooks: Really? I’m surprised. 

Rueben: Young people within 
Hutterite culture are just like other young 
people, though a bit more naive. They get 
into mischief. There is much more 
education within the culture now, and 
people are beginning to understand that 
there is such a thing as homosexuality. 
They read Alberta Report to find out 
about it. Most young people, after they 
leave school at 15, they have a secret 
radio, or an old television somewhere. So 
they're continuously bombarded. 

Outlooks: Did your father play an 
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active role in raising you? 

Rueben: Oh yes. The reason I say I 
wasn’t so close to my dad was that for 
most of my young life, and my teens, my 
dad was an alcoholic. And I hated him. I 
hated what he did to the family, and I 
hated what he did to my mom. My dad, 
when he was sober, he was the best person 
in the world. But I hated him when he 
was drunk. Growing up, though, I grew 
up quite normally. Within my family, I’m 
confident that I'm not the only gay 
person. So within our family circle there 
were homosexuals. I grew up quite 
religious, obviously. Then, when I finally 
labelled myself gay, I said “What’s wrong 
with me. I’ve got to change. This can’t be. 
God should be able to make me straight.” 
I went to church regularly, I was faithful 
to God. I’m still faithful. I still have a 
relationship to God. But the more I 
prayed, the more I felt homosexual. 

Outlooks: What do you think about 
the recent sexual abuse allegation that 
took place with the Hutterite communities 
in the south. 

Rueben: Well, it didn’t surprise me 
that those things occurred. I feel that 
people are people, regardless. They make 
mistakes. And as far as that abuse went, 
did you know Alberta Report sends free 
subscriptions to every colony? Every 
chief boss, minister, field bosses, elders, 
they all get Alberta Report. During the 
sex abuse that happened within the 
colonies, Alberta Report did very little 
reporting on it. So we know where their 
loyalty lies—with a group of people who 
they can manipulate into supporting their 
neo-nazi bulls**t. Period. 

Outlooks: Did you ever wonder why 
you were gay? 

Rueben: I prayed for an answer to 
that, and when I left I was blaming 
somebody for my sexuality, even after I 
left home, I kind of blamed my dad. But 
I know now that my dad had nothing to do 
with my _ sexuality. I think that’s 
something that the religious right says, if 
you come from a “dysfunctional” family, 
you’re bound to be homosexual because 
you didn’t have that personal touch with 
your dad. I believe what made me 
become aware of the outside culture, and 
being gay, was the literature that my dad 
received. Alberta Report, farming 
magazines, even the Edmonton Journal. 
My dad really didn’t raise us—mostly my 
mom—he was there when he was sober, 
and he was there when he was at home in 
the evening. I started reading literature 
about the world, and became so 
preoccupied with everything out there. * 1 
felt there was something better out there. 


So in my early twenties I wanted to leave 
the colony. I have several other siblings 
that left as well. One of my brothers 
knows I’m gay—to some degree he’s 
okay with it, but to another degree he 
thinks it should be kept a secret. You 
shouldn’t talk about your dirty linen with 
anybody. He considers sexuality dirty 
linen. Growing up at home I was never 
victimized in the sense that I was sexually 
assaulted, or exposed to any homosexual 
activity that might have influenced me to 
become “gay.” I really have a problem 
with the right wing saying that sexuality is 
a choice and that if you pray, it will go 
away. Well I prayed for 25 years, my 
friend, and praying didn’t help. Praying 
only reinforced that Rueben is a faggot— 
it revealed my truth. I left home when I 
was in my early 20’s. It had reached the 
point where I really didn’t care. I knew 
that I could never practice my sexuality, 
and that I could never feel good if I lived 
within the confines of the Hutterite 
community. 

Outlooks: Had you had sex in that 
period from the time of your initial sexual 
experiences at twelve to the time when 
you left? 

Rueben: No. No [hadn’t. I was very 
much celibate. I worked hard. Work 
helped ease the frustration and kept me 
busy. And there were several occasions 
while I was still living at home when I 
answered some of the personal ads in the 
Edmonton Journal. 1 contacted and talked 
to gay men, and the more I had contact 
with them, I realized that’s who I was. 
One fall in the late 80’s, I took off without 
a penny in my pocket. I had no skills in 
communicating with other people, even 
though I could with my family at home. 
What I have in my life, I struggled and 
worked hard for. Not just education, but 
financial, spiritual, emotional things. The 
first year was a major struggle. It was 
quite literally a fight for survival. I 
decided that first year to go to Alberta 
Vocational College and finish my grade 
12—this was prior to joining the military. 

Outlooks: Did you really want to 
enter the military or did you see it as what 
you had to do? 

Rueben: It was what I wanted to do. 
I was intrigued by the uniform. I was 
intrigued by soldiers. I was intrigued by 
the adventure. And the biggest thing that 
I was probably intrigued by was that there 
appeared to be some sense of community 
within that organization. I was grasping 
at trying to get a hold of a community 
where I would be accepted and be a part 
of a subculture, just as Hutterites are a 
subculture. I took basic training in the

winter of 1989, then in 1990 I took my 
qualifications level training—the training 
specific to my military occupation. From 
there I came back to Alberta and got 
posted to Germany. I was stationed there 
for several years. 

Outlooks: Did they do that because 
you knew German? 

Rueben: Yes. That was the biggest 
part of it. I actually became the official 
interpreter for the unit I worked for. But 
prior to Europe, there was a gay bar in the 
city here called Lamborghini’s. This was 
a few years back. The first time I went 
there I was probably there five minutes 
and the place totally freaked me out. I 
then went to the Roost on several 
occasions and the same thing happened to 
me, So I stayed away from the club scene 
for several years because that was not 
something I was comfortable with at the 
time, and about 1993 I finally had sex. I 
was stationed in Ontario, and I was 
walking through the gay ghetto in Toronto 
off Church and Wellsley, and I was 
approached by this very good looking 
U.S. citizen who turned out to be a 
military person. And that was my first 
actual sexual encounter with another guy. 
I was in my late twenties. Then, 
throughout that summer I had a lover in 
Toronto, but this friend from the U.S. 
invited me to the march on Washington 
that year, and that was my real coming 
out. It was that same year that the 
Canadian army decriminalized 
homosexuality. I left for a peacekeeping 
mission overseas in the summer of 1997 
and returned in January of this year. 

Outlooks: Hutterites are pacifists. 
How did you make that leap to the 


military? 
Rueben: I rebelled against the 
religion. I rebelled against my parents. 


But the major factor was simply being 


intrigued by being a soldier. 

Outlooks: How much of that was tied 
to your homoeroticism? 

Rueben: A lot. Probably 100%. 

Outlooks: The Americans are still so 
obsessed with the argument that 
homosexuals don’t make good soldiers, 
but it seems to me they would make the 
perfect soldiers. Who better to have 
beside you than someone who thinks 
you're good-looking—he’s going to work 
to protect you twice as hard. We’re 
probably the best soldiers you can get! 

Rueben: And speaking about my 
career, I’ve been an excellent soldier. I’ve 
never been reprimanded for anything. 

Outlooks: Do you also think, moving 
from one community to another, that what 
you learned as a Hutterite helped you? 

Rueben: Tremendously. You have 
no idea. In the ten years that I’ve been 
around the military—I have friends who 
are only corporals; I’m a sergeant. I feel 
that I have leadership qualities, integrity, 
honesty, loyalty, and I believe all these 
characteristics about me were ones that I 


was brought up with. 

Outlooks: So a few of your brothers 
and sisters know about your lifestyle. Do 
your parents? 

Rueben: I’m pretty sure that my mom 
and dad know; I’ve told them subliminally. 
A couple of years ago I was in Vancouver 
and I went to Little Sisters and bought a 
book and mailed it to my mom and dad. 
Coming Out To Your Parents. 

Outlooks: Well, I mean, Rueben 
that’s a little bit more than a subliminal 
message! 

Rueben: I’ve seen the book in my 
mom’s bedroom, and I asked her “where 
did you get that book from’, and she said 
“somebody sent it to me.” My dad is now 
a recovering alcoholic, and a pretty good 
man. My relationship with my parents now 
is much better than what I had when I was 
living at home. 

Outlooks: And what do they now 
think about your military life? 

Rueben: At first they thought it was 
the root of all evil. But when they’ve seen 
Rueben progress and move up in the 
military, they were boggled by it. I was in 
Germany, I was overseas peace keeping, 
I've been in major maneuvers all over 
Canada. I feel my parents are very proud 
of me now. And my parents don’t want me 
to come back because they know I’ ve made 
up my mind. The only thing that’s lacking 
in Rueben’s life right now is that I'd like to 
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have a relationship. Unfortunately there 
are certain things about the Edmonton 
community that bother me—it’s not just 
that it isn’t very big, but it’s very cutthroat. 
Generally I don’t think I fit into that 
culture. 

Outlooks: One of the things about 
both the Edmonton and Calgary gay 
communities that I don’t like (and I 
suppose you get some of this in every 
community, but more so in a province like 
Alberta) is that there are two very distinct 
cultures in gay life. There’s the ones that 
take out the ads, go to the bars, participate 
in the culture for all its good and bad. And 
then there’s this whole other scene of closet 
cases and suburbanites that are never seen 
anywhere. One thing I don’t like about that 
culture is that they're way too 
conservative. They even vote Reform. 
And politically, in their attitudes, they 
might as well be straight for all the good 
they do to change opinions. I suppose its 
true that it doesn’t matter whom you sleep 
with, but you would never hear a straight 
person claim that the type of sex they have 
doesn’t matter. When they toot their horns 
on wedding day, or design their suburbs 
with playgrounds for their kids, or talk 
about the family at work, all of this is 
determined by the kind of sex they have, 
and continue to have. So when a gay guy 
tries to pass off his closet status by saying 
it doesn’t matter to his real life whom he 
sleeps with, I just shake my head. 

Rueben: 


And taking that further, if 


you're living such a closeted lifestyle, I 
don’t want anything to do with you. It 
took a sacrifice for me to come to terms 
with my sexuality. A big sacrifice. I had 
to make some choices and really change 
my life. Those a**holes are sitting in 
their f**king closets, not doing anybody 
Many of them are in the 
public service, they have prestigious 
jobs, and they’re the bastards that should 
be coming out to be role models for 
younger people. 

Outlooks: They’ll hop on a plane 
and go to San Francisco Pride, but you 
wouldn’t see them in a parade here. 

Rueben: Yes, exactly. Or off to 
Vancouver Pride. So anyway, Rueben is 
looking for a nice, normal gay guy, who 
isn’t so closeted about his sexuality that 
he doesn’t know if he’s coming or going. 
I’ve gone this huge journey from being a 
very conservative farm boy, and [| still 
have that farm boy within me, 
conservative and religious. Most people 
are aware of my sexuality. I have 
nothing to fear. So what are these 
a**holes doing in their closets? I will 
never understand that subculture. Can I 
put a little advert in here? I’m looking 
for a masculine, muscular guy, mid- 
thirties, who’s into working out, and 
who will accept me for what I am. I’m 
fit, I jog, 1 do weights. Okay? 

Outlooks: Okay, Rueben.

For the past ten years, the club crowd has enjoyed the 
safe and friendly atmosphere of Boyztown/The Rek 
Room, located in Calgary on 10th Avenue SW. Owners 
Ken Annebo and Kevin Bateman are known for their keen 
sense of what’s hot and enjoy giving their clients the best 
that their clubs can offer. In an exclusive interview, 
Outlooks spoke with them about their past, present and 
future. 

Outlooks: Ken, why did you get into the bar 
business? 2 

Ken: I was working for the competition, and needing 
a break, looking for some time off, when I was 
approached by Sharon about going into business with 
them and opening across the street, in an old strip club. 
That fell through due to lack of funding, and then we 
found this location. 

Outlooks: Okay, Kevin, how about for you? Why 
the Rekroom? 

Kevin: I was doing my bartending thing, and Ken 
would come visit me for a drink, and he’d say “Kevin, 
what are you doing there standing behind a bar, working 
for someone else? Have you ever thought of working for 
yourself?” And I thought about it, and we talked about it 
for weeks—months probably—and decided to go for it. 
Lost a lot of sleep over it, but that’s what happened— 
that’s the way it came to be 

Outlooks: Now, looking back to ten years ago—and 
I'll ask each one of you individually—what would you 
say was the hardest part about starting your own business? 
What was the biggest surprise to you, or was it just what 
you expected it to be? 

Ken: Some of the hardest part was the time and effort 
and energy you put into the business and trying out 
different things to see what works and what doesn’t, and 
making sure that you can get it off the ground, to 
hopefully someday be successful.

Outlooks: Would you say that being in the bar 
business—and this is perhaps not a fair blanket 
statement—is a rather thankless business? 

Ken: With some organizations, it’s been our 
experience that, you know, we’ve made ourselves 
available to so many organizations and whatever they 
choose to do we'll do everything we can to help them out 
and sometimes the only time they want to take advantage 
of that is if they want something from us, i.e. money. 

Outlooks: And otherwise, they’re not supportive? 

Kevin: No, not at all. I find most people are very 
appreciative for a safe place that they can go and be 
themselves as a gay man or a gay woman and hopefully 
we make them feel comfortable and it’s nice to be able to 
see that. If you go to other bars, especially straight bars, 
you cannot be yourself, but here you can come in with 
your friends and enjoy yourself.

Kevin: Trying out different things—I’m not as handy 
as Ken is: he loves to build, I like to concoct, you know, 
I’m a mixologist, so it’s about new things for people to 
enjoy. 

Outlooks: What is the downside of owning a gay bar 
in Calgary? Or have you noticed any? And also, how has 
it changed in the last ten years? Do you get left alone, in 
the sense that you don’t get fag-bashing and nasty phone 
calls and bomb threats and so on? 


Ken: We're pretty well left alone here. I don’t think 
we're as visible as perhaps the Parkside was, and maybe 
some other gay bars in town have been. Being on Tenth 
Avenue, we don’t get a lot of street traffic walking by, as 
Fourth Street did, so they pretty much leave us alone. 

Outlooks: Do you have a good relationship with the 
police? 

Ken: Very good. 

Outlooks: What would you like to see change in 
Calgary, and how has it changed since you’ve been a gay 
bar owner? 

Kevin: I don’t really know how I would like to see 
Calgary change; I think Calgary will change on its own. 
It’s been changing. Years ago there was an edge to people 
and now I find that people have lost that edge and are a 
little more open and congenial, and open to meeting 
different people other than their own cliques. They're 
generally happier, they’re generally out to have a good 
time. 

Outlooks: Do you think that’s just part of coming of 
age? The city’s growing up—are we shedding our 
redneck image, or nervousness about who we are? 

Ken: I think it is. It’s the nineties. 

Outlooks: Would you be happier if Calgary became 
more gay-friendly, maybe more gay areas like there are in 
bigger cities in Canada? 

Kevin: Of course—if Calgary’s gay population can 
support it. There are still a lot of people out there who are 
scared—frightened to be gay in Calgary. 

Ken: Biggest change I’ ve noticed in Calgary over the 
years—the past ten years—has been the number of groups 
and organizations that have sprung up servicing different

interest groups. I think it’s a lot more diversified now. 
You have everything from leather organizations to gay 
fathers to sports organizations—there are a lot more 
things for gay people to do and become involved with. 

Outlooks: And years ago, there wasn’t that at all, 
really. 

Ken: Well, there were a few, but even in Outlooks 
now, your listings are a whole page, and that’s just 
amazing. I think that’s the neatest thing. There are so 
many gay Calgarians that do not go to the bars, they’re not 
interested in the bars. Maybe two percent of the ten 
percent of the population actually go to bars at some point 
in time—they go hiking, they go to the theatre; they’re a 
more diverse group. They don’t really need the bars. 

Outlooks: As a bar owner, how do you help the 
community? 

Ken: We are very supportive of AIDS Calgary and I 
think they do an incredible job. I would like to see more 
advertising or some promotion going towards young 
people. I think people my age have already picked up on 
safe sex, use condoms, et cetera, but I think with the 
young kids, the message is gone—I mean, people aren’t 
dying of AIDS any more; it’s actually a livable disease, 
and that doesn’t scare them any more. I don’t think a lot 
of them have really lived, or seen, or talked to anyone 
who’s actually been on Death Row with AIDS, and I think 
we need to get to the kids a little bit better. 

Outlooks: Kevin? 

Kevin: I agree with Ken, I think the focus should be 
for education—they think that everyone with AIDS is 
already ill or has passed away. 

Ken: We're very supportive. 
condoms here that are free of charge. : 

Outlooks: And frequently youll do a two-dollar 
cover—or whatever—and a dollar of that goes to a non- 
profit organization. 

Ken: We had one last night for Jason Perrier, a staff 
member, who died of congenital heart failure. He was 
twenty-three years old. 

Outlooks: Where would you like to be in five years? 

Ken: I really enjoy the bar business. Hopefully, if it’s 
there, if it’s going strong... Maybe something else. 

Kevin: I also really enjoy the bar business. So I can 
see myself doing what I’m doing. Sometimes I think it’d 
be nice to just give someone the keys and go ‘just show 
me where the time clock is, show me where my station is’ 
but there are too many rewards. 

Outlooks: Okay, what is the worst part about owning 
a gay bar? 

Ken: The hours. Especially when you get to be forty- 
plus. Although when you’ve been doing it for the past 
twenty-five years, your body just acclimatizes to the time 
frame. 

Outlooks: You’re part vampire. Same for you, Kev, 
the hours? 

Kevin: The hours. I’m still a night owl, and I still 
don’t feel right on my game until eleven o’clock at night. 

Outlooks: Parting thoughts? 

Kevin: Well, for me, I take great pleasure in making 
new friends... I like to feel good about being gay, and I 
like to move forward and keép a positive outlook on 
things. 

Ken: And in what other business can you meet 
people from all over the world who walk in your door and 
say hello? 

Kevin: And say what a nice place you have.

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Cyber teens are reaching out across the Web

Thanks to the Internet, queer teens are 
creating communities for themselves that far 
exceed any geographical limitations. Whether 
creating their own web pages or simply 
chatting with others from around the globe, 
they are examining issues of sexuality and 
identity while having the option of anonymity. 

“T can explore who I am without having 
to face the sneers and remarks,” says “Billy’, a 
16-year-old young gay man living in rural 
Manitoba. 

The downside to this anonymity is that 
people can, and often do, represent 
themselves as being something other than 
they really are. 

“There’s always some creepy older guys 
in the teen rooms,” complains ‘Nels’, a 15- 
year-old gay youth from Edmonton. “You can 
usually tell because they just want to talk 
about sex.” 

Twenty, ten, even five years ago, being a 
gay, lesbian or bisexual youth often meant 
coming out in isolation. If you were lucky 
enough to reside in, or near, a major city, there 
was a possibility that some form of youth 
support was available. However, if you lived 
in a rural environment the opportunities for 
connecting with a queer peer group were 
unlikely. 

An  increasingly-accessible cyber 
community means that young men and 
women who are coming out today have 
support and resources available literally at 
their fingertips. Relatively inexpensive 
monthly service fees (most Internet Service 
Providers charge between $20 and $25 per 
month) mean youth are able to examine issues 
central to their sexuality privately. Those 
without access to a home computer can reach 
the Internet through public libraries or cyber 
cafes, which rent out connection time on an 
hourly basis. 

Inside chatrooms aimed at youth, the 
subject matter is pretty much what you would 
expect: weird parents, crappy school, 
boredom—the mainstays of youth 
conversation. The difference here is that the 
participants don’t have to be closeted about 
their sexuality. 

While the lion’s share of youth-oriented 
web pages appear to be generated in the U.S., 
Canadians are also well-represented. The 
Winnipeg-based directory, Gaycanada.com 
(www.cglbrd.com) more than 80 
Canadian organizations for queer youth, the 


lists 


majority offering comprehensive websites 
and e-mail capabilities. One of the best youth 
sites currently available is based in Fort 
McMurray (see Alberta listings). And like 
many youth sites, Fort McMurray GLBT 
offers readers numerous opportunities for 
participation including sections for posting 
coming out stories, poetry and art. 

Sixteen-year-old ‘Bliss’ has been online 
for the past four months and “loves it.” A 
young bisexual woman living in Toronto, she 
says that her interactions on the Internet, 
whether chatting with others or viewing 
information sites, have helped support her 
identity. 

Her one problem? “I can’t seem to find 
many girls from Toronto.” 

‘Violet’, a 17-year-old woman from a 
“conservative, small town in the Prairies,” 
who identifies herself as “lesbian, I think,” 
says that coming out online gave her the 
courage to come out to her best friend. “Being 
able to chat with other lesbians made me feel 
more normal.” 

Her advice for other youth interested in 
exploring the Internet? “Just use the natural 
anonymity the ‘Net affords to express 
yourself and learn to accept who you are.”

Look again! We’ve got 
books for men.

Hey brother! Tired of cruisin’ the 
beach, watching the boys desperately try to 
wring out a few more cancer-causing rays 
from the sun? Hey sister! Had yer fill of 
organically-grown everything on 
Commercial Drive? Then get yourself a 
little culture at the Vancouver International 
Sculpture Project. Organized by the 
Buschlen-Mowat Foundation (operated by 
the art gallery of the same name) nine 
sculptures grace the seaside for nine city 
blocks. The exhibit, running parallel to 
English Bay from Sunset Beach to the 
entrance of Stanley Park, is on until the 
end of October. Each of these pieces will 
then be offered for sale to the city. Public 
response is welcome, so come on down 
and put in your two cents worth! Whether 
you come or not, let me take you on a 
subjective tour of what you’d see. In order 
to save my pretty little hide from a lawsuit, 
I'll take this opportunity to remind you, 
honey, that these are my opinions and in no 
way represent the opinion, stated or 
implied, yada yada yada... 

From east to west, the first installation 
sits in the middle of a grassy knoll, a 
larger-than-life sculpture of a man and his 
dog watching over what appear to be eight 
sheep. The sculpture is constructed of 
layers of sedimented concrete. Cool 
concept, but what the hell does a shepherd 
and a flock of sheep have to with the 
beach, let alone Vancouver? The sheep 
look like they’re about to stampede across 
the rollerblade path and plunge headlong 
into the waters of False Creek. Perhaps 
they aren’t sheep at all. A herd of suicidal 
lemmings seems more plausible. Then 


again, this is Vancouver, where the men are _ 


men and the sheep are nervous. Okay, now 
I get it: the sheep are running away from 
the man. 

More in context with the environment 
is the second installation, a pair of seated 
figures facing the ocean. The bronze 
figures are armless abstractions of a man 
and a woman. One appears to be wearing 
a jacket with lapels, the other sports a racy 
little pleated skirt. More arresting than the 
use of a plain square block and a triangular 
block in place of the figures’ respective 
heads is the size of the woman’s protruding 
torpedo-like breasts. Big ol’ nipples, just 
as perky-as-can-be, complete the picture. 
This sculpture is either the result of a 
subversive hetero-plot to stake a claim in a 
predominantly gay area, or a depiction of a 
pre- and post-op transsexual. You decide. 

The third sculpture, done in Classical 
style, invites far less interpretation. The 
aptly named “Grande Sapho” is a bronze 
casting of a robed woman in profile with a 
lyre upon her knees. Anything disparaging 
said about this lovely piece will surely be

attributed to misogyny. The sculptress 
really has done a lovely job depicting a 
life-like lesbian heroine. Ah, pity she 
couldn’t have done a naked Greek god... 

Salvador Dali lives! At least that was 
my first impression upon examining the 
eight-foot-tall patinated bronze “Venus de 
MiloY. Imagine an enlarged copy of this 
classic statue split down the middle and 
spread open as if hinged. Next, imagine 
cog wheels spilling out and affixing 
themselves to unlikely places (such as the 
stump of her right arm) and you’ve got it. 
It’s the Renaissance meets Blade Runner 
a statement about the melding of form and 
function, or the loss of soul to science? A 
cybernetic wet-dream, methinks. 

I liken the next installation to a child’s 
nightmare. A multitude of galvanized wire 
strands—painstakingly woven—are 
twisted into the shapes of a hare and a 
minotaur and stand like sentinels. Both 
creatures are on their hind legs, the 
minotaur’s arm firmly around the hare’s 
waist. There are a few things about this 
sculpture that disturb me. First, the hare 
has both paws up and out in front of its 
body, as if trying to escape the other’s 
grasp. Second, the minotaur’s horned head 
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- a wonderfully toned, firmer, more 
youthful shape! Many women see a 
noticeable improvement within three to 
four weeks of use. 


SIMPLE TO USE 
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powerfully positive and outspoken 
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TOLL FREE 
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seems menacingly inclined towards that of 
the hare, as if to say, “Just try it, buddy!” 
The minotaur has well-defined muscles 
and oversized human genitalia. I don’t 
know what this sculpture represents, 
perhaps something to do with S&M 
bestiality. At any rate, this one’s scary! 
The fluidity of the organic form seen 
in the stretching figure that is “Taichi 
Single Whip” will have you thinking 
happy thoughts once more. Seemingly 
rough-hewn bronze conveys a sense of 
tranquility and casts cool peaceful 
shadows—leaning against this piece 
promises a sure cure for a hangover. The 
final two sculptures in the series are also 
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strangely warm and reassuring, like milk 
and cookies. 

Envision a short-necked, short-bodied 
bronze horse requiring the services of 
Jenny Craig and you’ve got the eighth 
Creatively titled “Horse”, 
there’s something about its Reubenesque 
form makes me want to hug and squeeze it. 
Haven't we all wanted a pony once? 


sculpture. 


We end our tour with a visit to 
“Gwendolyn”, an anthropomorphic 
balloon-bodied creature. The only 


sculpture made of stratified polyester, it’s 
hand-painted on a white base in vivid 
colours, further accentuating its 
“carnivalesque” appearance. A single 
skinny arm ending in a black painted hand 
is the only distinctively human attribute of 
this colourful piece. In the day, it’s quite 
jolly. By night however, I bet many a man 
cruising for some late lovin’ in the park has 
been scared back to the bathhouses by this 
strange figure, made luminescent by the 
light of the moon. But hey, don’t take my 
word for it. Bring your tight t-shirts and 
night-vision goggles to Vancouver and 
judge for yourself!

The Gay and Lesbian Community 
Centre of Edmonton has grown a great 
deal in the last two and a half years. 
For a number of years before that, the 
Centre had suffered from the poor 
management that often occurs when all 
involved are volunteers. At this time, 
the Centre knows it serves only a small 
fraction of the community that is out 
and about—a tiny portion of the 
Edmonton and area population that are 
members of our community but 
closeted. The Centre is continuing to 
grow and expand services to serve the 
needs of the individuals and groups in 
our community as well as provide 
services and information to all 
Edmontonians. The potential for 
growth is overwhelming. 

Starting September 9, 1998, office 
hours will be from 9:00 am to noon, 
Monday through Friday. This change 
will make a tremendous difference in 
the Centre’s ability to interact with 
everyone who might wish to access our 
information and services and the 
community in general. The Centre’s 
evening hours of 7:00 pm to 10:00 pm 
will continue unchanged for drop-in 
and peer counselling, as well as other 
services and activities. 

Another step that has been in the 
planning stage for a while is to move 
the Centre to a different and larger 
suite in the same building. The Centre 
enjoys an excellent relationship with 
the current landlord and therefore does 
not want to leave the building. This 
plan has now been solidified. The 
Centre is not moving but will be 
growing and will occupy more space 
immediately above the existing offices. 
It will be like having a two-storey 
house. The Centre will be able to 
handle more counselling because of 
additional available rooms to provide 
the necessary privacy. There will be 
more space to accommodate larger 
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Big changes at GLCCE 


group activities of all kinds and more 
and different support groups and 
meetings. The new youth group in 
particular needs more room _ to 
accommodate their increasing 
numbers. The Centre is planning to 
build a number of large lockers that 
will provide space for many more 
community groups to have an 
office/storage base at the Centre. 

The Centre is very excited about 
this growth. Information services are 
getting better with the Internet 
webpage and a new telephone system, 
and both will improve in time. The 
library is expanding. With new office 
hours and more space, the services 
offered will evolve and the Gay and 
Lesbian Community Centre of 
Edmonton can become a much more 
central part of our community. 

Everything done at the Centre is 
now volunteer-driven. The longer term 
commitment of the board of directors 
is to continue this growth and 
eventually look forward to employing 
paid staff. The Centre has a long way 
to go towards providing equal services 
that are available to most other 
communities in Edmonton. This 
growth will need lots of support by 
members of our community. The 
centre encourages all readers to 
become members of the Centre and 
volunteer their time and skills. There 
is also the ‘Centre Renter’ Program. 
This is for busy people who wish to 
donate an hour or two of their income 
every month to help them with their 
expenses. Please contact them and be 
part of this success story. 

The Centre has taken the initiative 
to borrow the funds to set up their 
office with a computer and other 
necessities. There are a number of 
events for everyone to enjoy being 
planned by GLCCE to _ promote 
themselves, our community in general 
and to raise funds to move forward.

“Tf only it was always Gay Games,” one 
Zimbawaen soccer player confided, unable to 
reveal his name because to do so would mean 
certain punishment and harassment upon 
returning to his country. 

“Normally, I am a shy person, but here 
during Gay Games, I have been able to be out 
and comfortable with it,’ observed one 
Maritime visitor. 

The inhabitants of Amsterdam had an 
eight-day opportunity to see gays and lesbians 
perform, compete, and walk hand-in-hand 
throughout their city, all in the name of 
goodwill. The mayor of Amsterdam, Mr. 
Schelto Patijn, commented “Yesterday I went 
to a church service” (sponsored by Gay 
Games and the National Platform on the 
Church and Homosexuality) “and afterwards 
walked through the city. The atmosphere is 
great, I am really enjoying this.” The very 
heterosexual Mayor competed in the Gay 
Games golf tournament as well as 
participating in the opening and closing 
ceremonies. 

With a theme of “Friendship through 
Culture and Sports,” the fifth Gay Games 
built on the successes of the previous Games, 
and established a number of “firsts” 
including: 

WV Being held for the first time outside 
North America (for the first time over half of 
the participants were from outside North 
America) 

W Being the most visible (over 1,000

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media present, with TV and press reports 
worldwide), street banners and posters 
inundated the city, buses and trams were 
decorated with Gay Games flags 

W Being the most well-attended (over 
250,00 visitors at the various events) 

W The largest number of female 
participants (42%) 

W A very successful cultural festival 
which increased the scope of participation, 
visibility and appeal 

W Wheelchair and same-sex ballroom 
dancing 

WV Two wedding parties, with over 200 
couples sharing vows 

W Having the largest and well-attended 
public events ever in the city, including 
250,000 spectators for the canal parade and 
over 75,000 at the free evening performances 
in Dam Square. 

Not only did the local and national 
governments play an active role in supporting 
the games, but mainstream corporations also 
showed their willingness to “step up to the 
plate” and endorse an international gay and 
lesbian event. KLM offered its moral support 
and wished to “...contribute to the biggest 
sports and cultural event ever in Holland,” and 
supported the cross-cultural friendship 
message. They were joined by: Qantas, the 
official airline for the 2002 Gay Games in 
Sydney; Durex, the Official Condom of the 
Gay Games (who distributed over 50,000 free 
condoms throughout the celebration); Levi's; 
Avis; and Speedo. Financially, the City of 
Amsterdam was the first and largest sponsor 
of the Games, and when it was discovered that 
there could be up to a $2 million (US) 
shortfall, it came up with a loan guarantee of 
$2.5 million US (which the Mayor indicated 
could be an additional contribution if the 
shortfall was not covered through sales). 

Gay Games Amsterdam chose Holland’s 
signature tulip and the pink triangle as their 
logo, depicted in yellow and magenta to 
emphasize _ visibility. As renowned 
playwright and crusader Harvey Fierstein 
stated, “This is why we need events like Gay 
Games - to seek out and create a gay image so 
that we can be proud of ourselves... we have 
arrived here on the backs of generations 
before us.” At the Opening Ceremony, amid 
massive cheering, he rallied the crowd to 


“Stand proud! We are not different. We are 
extraordinary!” 

Canada won 15 individual medals and 
team medals: a silver and bronze in water polo 
for the English Bay (Vancouver) club; a 
bronze medal in fast-pitch softball for 
Calgary’s Y-Nots; and gold and silver in 
hockey for Toronto and Montreal, 
respectively. Over 24,000 participants’ 
medals were awarded to reflect the ideals 
upon which the Gay Games were founded: 
inclusion, participation, and the pursuit of 
personal best. 

Amsterdam was filled with a party 
atmosphere, breaking down stereotypes and 
demonstrating respect for personal lifestyles. 
“Gay Games is a chance to live a normal life 
in a heterosexual world” observed one gay 
athlete. Gay Games mascot Maxime (dressed 
in traditional Dutch costume) described 
participation in the celebration as everyone’s 
“duty to be here and be beautiful.” 

The Games were not without 
controversy, however: on the first night of the 
festivities, Managing Director Mare Janssen 
was ousted by the Board of Directors of the 
Gay Games for financial mismanagement. 
The figure skating competition was changed 
to a “training session for the Gay Games in 
Sydney” because the competition was not 
registered with the International Skating 
Union (ISU), who threatened that any 
amateur “...skater who competed would have 
been banned from international competition 
in the future.” 

Everyone was a winner at Gay Games 
Amsterdam 1998, Those who attended will 


reflect fondly on many _ outstanding 
experiences including: 
Ww The spectacular Opening and 


Closing Ceremonies, with a thrilling parade of 
participants entering from two ends of the 
Amsterdam ArenA, a 52,000-seat enclosed 
stadium. The crowd was entertained by 
ABBA lookalikes Bjorn Again and popular 
European stars Dana International (Israel), 
Matilde Santing (Holland) and Ricardo 
Cocciante (Italy). The Weather Girls were 
also on hand (in their reinforced golf cart) 
accompanied by 200 muscle-bound dancing 
sailors who managed to discard most of their 
clothing at both the opening and closing 
ceremonies. Included in the Closing 
Ceremonies were the legendary girl groups 
The Three Degrees and Bananarama 

WV Opening and closing parties at the 
huge Dockyards with Grace Jones performing 

W Sports records established in the 
50m and 100m backstroke, 100m freestyle, 
and pole vaulting, to name a few 

W Exhibitions such as the one on 
Willem Arondeus, a gay hero of the Dutch 
Resistance, held at the Museum of Dutch 
Resistance; Lesbian ConneXion/s, the largest 
exhibition of lesbian photography ever held in 
Europe; the open-air gay and lesbian film 
festival and the Olympic Gods at the 
Rijksmuseum 

WV A Storytelling Festival that featured 
coming out stories from around the world 

W The AIDS Memorial Quilt in 
Vondelpark that had travelled through 15 
European countries before ending its tour in 
Amsterdam
